Reward, 
Garnet, Bobs, and Huron, the last na- 
med being valued chiefly in Eastern 
Canada, are other outstanding variet- 
jes of Canadian wheat.

Edmonton Notes Chinook ‘Spiel 


sDMONTON, Alta—The week just 
pased has witnessed important mat- 
ters taking place in the Alberta legis- 
lature, important resolutions being dis- 
cussed and the new budget being pre- 
sented. 

The last named measure being the 
one that awakens most interest in the 
minds of the citizens, it is fitting to 
consider it first and to the greatest 
extent, 


It will be welcome news that no new 
taxation is to add to the already over- 
burdened taxpayers of Alberta, excep- 
ting an increase of one per cent a gal- 
lon on gasoline, which has been fore- 
cast for some weeks. The outstanding 
fealuxe in the | government’s fiscal 


practical and sufficiently simple to be 
workable. 


It is ¢ plan for refunding $131,000,- 
000 of debt, by which the government 
hopes to save $2,000,000 annually. An 
estimate deficit of $699,479 is being 
budgeted for the fiscal year ending 
March 1936, - : 


The new refunding plan suggested 
by Hon. J. R. Love, provides that $80, 
000,000 of the provineial debt would 
be converted into consolidated perpet- 
ual stock bearing interest at three per 
cent; the interest only being guaran- 
teed by the dominion government. 
The remaining $51,000,000 of debt 
would be converted into 30-year serlal 
debentures of equal annual instal- 
ments of principal and interest, bear- 
ing Interest at three and one-half per 
cent, The sinking fund provision would 
be eliminated under this plan, which 
is entirely new in Canadian govern- 


ment financing. The details of the/|' 


plan are, sure to be given careful study 
by the legislature during the next few 
days, : : 
Another important matter that came 
before the house was, a resolution, un- 
animously adopted by the house, urg- 
ing om the federal government that 
the ban be placed against all unsuit- 
able immigration into the country. 
The, resolution was moved by Dr. W. 
A. Atkinson, Conservative, of ‘Edmon- 
ton, who pointed out that while the 
{immigration policy of the dominion 
was that of the federal government, 
the province had suffered by the ad- 


mission of mentally affected and mor-' 


aly unsuited immigrants. The resolut- 
fon, subscribed to all parties, asked 
that the most, careful.-selection; of:.im= 
imigrants at the place of thelr origin 
be practiced in future. 

At the suggestion of a resolution ad- 
opted by the, house an invitation has 
been sent to William Aberhart, of Cal- 
gary, widely known advocate of social 
credit to come before a committee of 
the house and expound any plan for 
social credit he has. Every assistance 
will be given Mr. Aberhart, if he comes

their ballots, thus indicating either opposition or indifference which amount- 


ed to opposition in view of the two-thirds vote requirement to carry. 


As a result of this voting, it is announced from Ottawa that the com- 
pulsory feature will be dropped from all other proposals for the inauagura- 
tion of schemes under the National Products Marketing Act, and that while 
efforts will be continued to further develop the idea of co- operation in sup- 
port of prices and marketing methods, the plan of making any of these 
schemes compulsory upon an opposing minority has been definitely aban- 


doned. This, too, is significant as indicating that the Canadian people are, 


not ready to accept either the theories or plans of Communism on the one 
hand or Facsism on the other hand but that they are still firm believers 


in the ideals and methods of a free democracy. 


But, while thus revealing a degree of confidence in: the existing order, 


and a belief that necessary reforms can he brought about to correct the} 


evils and remove the abuses which have developed like barnacles upon it, 
there can be little doubt but that the minds of the Canadian people are

Estimates are making rapid progress

for approval. Mr. Rhodes is one of the 
most successful Ministers in piloting a 
bill through committee of the House 
and with the exception of a few per- 
sonal clashes between members on op- 
posite sides the discussion on these 
two bills were amicable throughout. 
The amendments offered by the Min- 
ister were accepted by the opposition 
and suggestions from both sides for 
improvements in administration were 
discussed without party bias. In the 
Farm Loan Act revision there was 
some discussion on the definition of 
the word “farmer” and the section as 
finally agreed upon reads as follows: 
“Farmer” means a person whose prin- 
cipal occupation consists in farming,” 
leaving it to the discreation of the 
Board to apply the definition of “far- 
ming’”’ as contained in the Act. The a- 
mount of loans is increased by mak- 
ing them fifty per cent of the value 
of buildings as wel! as the land, in- 
stead of twenty per cent of the former 
as under the old Act, and provision is 
made for a second mortgage by in- 
cluding chattels in the security. The 
total loan on any one property is lim- 
ited to $7,500, and stock holdings of 
borrowers under the former Act will 
be applied on their individual indebt- 
edness. In reply to complaints that the 
personal character and reliability of 
prospective borrowers had not heen 
given consideration in making loans 
the Minister assured the House that 
as long as he was in charge of the ad- 
ministration of the Act this would be 
one of the principle considerations. 
During the serious discussion of this 
measure a diversion was created by 
Col. Mullins, veteran member for Mar- 
quette, attacking members of the op- 
position for painting such dark pic- 
tures .of agricultural conditions. 
“There are Hon. members sitting on 
the other side of the House who want 
to scuttle the ship so as to drown the 
captain of this party’ declared Col.

Under estimates for National De- 
fence opposition members from Van- 
couver made varied and vigorous com- 
plaints in connection with adminis- 
tration of relief camps but the Minist- 
er (Hon. Grote Stirling) pointed out 
that this was a provincial matter. The 
federal government’s share in the mat- 
ter is limited to financial aid and the 
use of certain facilities under the de- 
partment of National Defence. Mr. 
Stirling said he had visited several of 
the camps in his constituency (Yale, 
B. C.) and had found conditions com- 
pare very favorably with construction 
camps in which he himself had lived 
in the early days. Certain matters 
mentioned by the members would be 
looked into. :
